RUSSIA BEGINS TO FEEL FINANCIAL HIT 
FOR ENTERING UKRAINE

MOSCOW Russia paid a heavy financial price 
Monday for its military intervention in neigh- 
boring Ukraine, with stocks, bonds and the 
rouble plunging as President Vladimir Putin’s 
forces tightened their grip on the Russian- 
speaking Crimea region. 

The Moscow stock market fell 10.8 per 
cent, wiping nearly $60 billion off the value 
of Russian companies—more than the $51 bil- 
lion Russia spent on the Winter Olympics in 
Sochi last month. 

The central bank spent as much as $12 bil- 
lion of its reserves to prop up the rouble as in- 
vestors took fright at tensions with the West 
over the former Soviet republic. 

Putin declared over the weekend he had 
the right to invade Ukraine to protect Rus- 
sian interests and citizens. 

President Obama called Russia’s actions a 
violation of international law and of Ukraine’s 
sovereignty, saying Washington would look at 
sanctions to isolate Moscow. 

“Over time this will be a costly proposition 
for Russia. And now is the time for them to 
consider whether they can serve their inter- 
ests in a way that resorts to diplomacy as op- 


DELEGATION CANCELS TRIP TO RUSSIA 

The crisis in Ukraine prompted the White House on Monday to cancel its official delegation to 
the Paralympic Games in Russia, and the Illinois lawmaker who had planned to lead the del- 
egation issued a statement condemning Russian military actions. “As a member of Congress, 
it is my first priority to ensure the safety of my constituents and all Americans,” Rep. Tammy 
Duckworth said. “I remain appalled by the immoral and illegal actions of the Russian govern- 
ment and believe that there must be consequences for its behavior.”

tin should let international monitors mediate 
a deal acceptable to all Ukrainians. 

The European Union threatened unspeci- 
fied “targeted measures” unless Russia returns 
its forces to their bases and opens talks with 
Ukraine’s new government. 

In his first public appearance for nearly a 
week, Putin flew to watch military maneuvers 
in western Russia in what appeared designed 
as a show of strength. 

Russia’s Black Sea fleet denied reports it had 
given Ukrainian forces in Crimea an ultimatum 
to surrender by early Tuesday or face attack, In- 
terfax news agency said. The US. said any such 
threat would be a dangerous escalation. 

Ukraine’s acting president said Russia’s 
military presence in Crimea was growing. 


Ukrainian officials said Russia was build- 
ing up armor on its side of the 2.7-mile-wide 
Kerch strait between the Crimean peninsula 
and southern Russia. 

Russian forces later began shipping truck- 
loads of troops by ferry into the Crimea region 
after seizing the border post on the Ukrainian 
side, Ukraine’s border guards spokesman said. 

He said Russian troops seized the check- 
point after the guards tried to stop two buses 
carrying seven armed men. The next ferry 
brought three truckloads of soldiers across. 

Both sides have so far avoided bloodshed, 
but the market turmoil highlighted damage 
the crisis could wreak on Russia’s vulnerable 
economy, making it harder to balance the 
budget and potentially undermining business 
and public support for Putin.

THERE’S NO WAITING FOR MEALS 
WHEN ALL YOU DOIS SNACK

Kelly Anne Celli, a Lincoln Park Zoo employee who moonlights as a real 
estate agent, compares herself to a giraffe because she’s always munch- 
ing, slowly but surely. On something. 

She never sits for meals; she doesn’t even have a kitchen table. 

But while the tradition of sitting down for three square meals has long 
been fading, major food companies whose profits depend on how much 
and how often we eat have found that snacking is replacing meals for a 
growing number of people. And those who do eat a few meals a day are

Jind 
about 6 percent don’t eat any meals at all, in- 
stead opting to “graze.” 

“I eat from the moment I get up until I go 
to bed,” said Celli, a 27-year-old who bounds 
with energy and whose husband is more of a 
traditional eater. During “dinner,” she said, 
he eats “massive portions” compared with 
what she consumes because she’s nibbled all 
day. “I’m not overweight,” she said. “I ran the 
marathon last year.” 

Celli, who’s been eating this way as long as 
she can remember, made a conscious effort to 
eat more healthfully four years ago by adding 
more fruits, vegetables and whole grains to 
her diet. This mirrors one trend food compa- 
nies emphasized at a consumer products con- 
ference in Florida last month: Not only are 
people snacking more, but they’re chomping 
on healthier stuff. 

“They need to get more out of the snacking 
moment than what they used to. So mindless 
munching, or just kind of hollow calories, is

Mark Clouse, president of the North Acker 
ica business at Deerfeld-baied Mondelex 
Inrernarional, which makes snacks including

“Traditional meals, in the way we know 
them, are shrinking as a behaviar,” Clouse 
sakL “The realicy is that whar a snack used te 
hee, or what a snack is, versus a smaller meal, 
those Lines get very blurry”

metabolism pumping. 

Companies are responding to the “small 
meals” concept. This year, Chicago-based 
Hillshire Brands Co. will introduce a product 
line called Hillshire Snacking, with higher-end 
“small plates” such as Italian dry salami, Gou- 
da cheese and crackers packaged together. 

Other than health, the most common rea- 
son people choose to snack is that they don’t 
have time to prepare meals. 

“I don’t always get to take a full lunch 
break,” said Schaumburg resident Amanda 
Talar, who works for an oral surgeon and 
thinks grazing can be healthier and more con- 
venient. “I’m pretty busy. I don’t always get to 
step away from a desk.” 

For time-pressed consumers, companies 
such as PepsiCo still sell plenty of Fritos and 
Cheetos. 

And companies such as Mondelez see a 


chance to reap bigger profits from on-the- 
go Fonds.

But the snacks she chooses, she said, are al- 
mest aheay: nanural; kiwi and caw walnuts are 
among herr Cavonites 

“There are so manysmack fac cow claim: 
ing to be healthy but you ceally have oo de 
your research,” Hise said. “tNathing’s going wo 
heneht your breby like whole foods, fruit and 
veggies. Is the 100-calorie pack of Cheez-175 
really going to make me think [ cheater, or is 
it just a poor substitute?” 

To be sure, not everyone snacks. ‘like Ryle 
Thoms, a 29-year-old Chicagoan in sales, who 
said he eats three meals a day because he's 
afraid that if he ate constantly, he wok! encel 
up overeating or eating unhealtlitul finals. 

“T was a three-meals-a-day persun until T 
went to college, and then it was. a free-far-all,* 
Thoms recalled. “T ate whatever I waned. ... 
And I’ve always been a skinny gun, so what T 
ate didn’t really affect me.” 

Now, Thoms does much of his meal pare- 
paring on Sundays and limits himself to chree 
meals a day. He even prepares hacen andepgs, 
which he reheats for breakfast ducing the 
week. 

“T think society just makes it sh easy ter nist 
eat three square meals a day;" ‘Thoms said. 
“Even ifit doesn’t really take an effurt, society 
makes you think it does take a lot of effort.”

First witness testifies in 
Olympian’s murder trial 


PRETORIA, South Africa The first witness at 
Oscar Pistorius’ murder trial told the court 
Monday she heard “bloodcurdling screams” 
from a woman followed by shots, a dramatic 
opening to a case that could see one of global 
sport’s most admired role models jailed for life. 

Taking the stand after the Paralympic and 
Olympic star pleaded not guilty to murdering 
his girlfriend, model Reeva Steenkamp, on Val- 
entine’s Day last year, neighbor Michelle Burg- 
er testified that she was woken in the middle of 
the night by a woman shouting for help. 

“I was still sitting in the bed and I heard her 
screams,” Burger, who lives in an adjacent hous- 
ing complex, told the Pretoria High Court. 

“She screamed terribly and she yelled for 
help. Then I also heard a man screaming for 
help. Three times he yelled for help,” she said, 
speaking in Afrikaans through an interpreter. 

Thinking it was a violent break-in—a pos- 
sibility in crime-ridden South Africa— Burger 
said her husband called the private security 
firm guarding their upmarket Pretoria housing 
estate before the pair heard more shouts.

“I heard the screams again. It was worse. 
It was more intense,” said Burger, a Pretoria 
University economics lecturer. “She was very 
scared,” she added, her voice cracking with 
emotion. 

“Just after her screams, I heard four shots. 
Four gunshots,” she said. “Bang ... bang, bang, 
bang.” 

“Tt was very traumatic for me. You could 
hear that it was bloodcurdling screams.” After 
the final shot, the screams “started fading,” she 
added later. 

Throughout Burger’s testimony, the 27-year- 
old Pistorius— described by Time magazine in 
2012 as “the definition of global inspiration” 
and named as one of the world’s 100 most in- 
fluential people— sat impassively in the court- 
room, staring at the floor. 

The athlete, who was born without lower 
legs but reached the 2012 Olympic 400 meters 
semifinal using carbon-fiber “blades,” argues 
that Steenkamp’s killing was a tragic accident 
after he mistook her for an intruder hiding in 
the bathroom.
